Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
of the Town of Scarborough: 


In accordance with the provisions of the law, and the 
requirements of custom, this fourth annual report of 
your present Superintendent of Schools is submitted, 
covering the “condition and progress” of all Scar- 
borough schools for the municipal year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1952. 


In connection with this report, your school depart- 
ment wishes to emphasize the fact that it realizes that 
reports of this type are only one of many ways in which 
contact between the citizens and the department is 
established and maintained. Officers and staff employees 
of the department are always ready and willing to 
discuss policy, explain operation, and evaluate advice 
with interested citizens. The visits of parents to the 
schools are earnestly requested. 


Academic Progress 


Academic progress in the elementary schools is ac- 
ceptable, showing the results of hard and intelligent 
work on the part of the teachers. It can never be what 
it should be, however, until some relief is had from the 
serious overcrowding which exists in the majority of 
elementary classrooms. Because of this situation, a sur- 
vey committee authorized by the town meeting of March 
5, 1951, has met several times during the past year in 
an effort to properly evaluate the situation and propose 
an acceptable plan for correcting it. It is believed that 
the report and recommendations of this committee will 
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be submitted to the town at its regular 1952 meeting. 


In the high school, academic progress continues to 
be very satisfactory in spite of overcrowding. While the 
overload of pupils in this school is not yet as serious as 
it is in the elementary grades, it is beginning to ap- 
proach that point. At present, classes are being held in 
such unfavorable quarters as the study hall, the stage, 
the library, and the science laboratory. Accommodation 
of a group larger than that for which the building was 
built makes both teaching and administration difficult. 


During the past year the following teachers severed 
their connections, for a variety of reasons, with your 
school department: Miss Frances Nourse, Mrs. Pearl E.

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SCHOOL PLANT 


Aside from the fact that there is too little of it, Scar- 
borough’s school plant is in better-than-average condi- 
tion. The Oak Hill Grammar, Dunstan, and High School, 
are comparatively modern buildings, and have been 
maintained to the point where they show only a small 
amount of deterioration. The Oak Hill Primary School is 
in good condition for that type of building and will un- 
doubtedly continue in use for another generation. 


At present, the school department is using five class- 
rooms which are illegal for one reason or another. This 
fact is known to the State Department of Education, 
but that department, knowing that the Town is making 
a serious effort to remedy the situation, has agreed not 
to penalize the town if the situation is corrected within 
a reasonable length of time. The classrooms in question 
are the three in the basement of the Oak Hill Gram- 
mar School, and one in the library and one in the prin- 
cipal’s office at the Dunstan School.

Inspection will re- 
veal that expenditures ran somewhat higher than was 
expected a year ago, but that receipts, especially state 
funds, also exceeded the amounts budgeted. The years 
operations in all accounts ended with a balance of 
$2,172.84. This balance is chiefly because it was decided 
not to engage one added teacher who had been budgeted 
for, because it was considered that last fall was not the 
best time to make such expansion. 


The budget request for the coming year, 1952-1953, 
has been mimeographed and will be available to all at 
the Town Office, the office of the School Department, 
and at all school buildings.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF 
SCARBOROUGH HIGH SCHOOL 


To the School Committee and Superintendent of Schools 
of Scarborough: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as prin- 
cipal of Scarborough High School. 


The enrollment for the school year 1951-1952 is as 
follows

Again in the 1951-1952 school year the increasing 
number of students in causing us concern. A record 
entering class of seventy-four boys and girls are indica- 
tions of the problem that confronts us. 


To accommodate the classes which are larger we have 
been forced to utilize for classrooms the stage of the 
auditorium and the library. The use of these areas as 
classrooms is not desirable and the condition should be 
remedied at the earliest possible time. 


As our school population increases we find more and 
more wishing instruction in Industrial Arts, Home Eco- 
nomics, and the Commercial Subjects. Our great need 
in these subjects is for additional space and equipment. 
At the present time we are forced to limit the size of 
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our classes and particularly in the commercial course 
a shortage of typewriters is holding back the progress of 
some of our most capable students. 


A large number of graduates are now attending col- 
leges and univerities. We continue to be pleased at their 
progress and are happy that so many of them have not 
only been able to pass the entrance examinations but 
to receive scholarships as well. 


The Industrial Arts Department of our High School 
has been a training center for future teachers for several 
years and this year the State Department of Education 
has selected our Home Economics Departments as a 
training center for students from Farmington Teachers 
College and the University of Maine. 


We hope that we will not be forced to discontinue this 
part of our program due to overcrowding and limited 
facilities. 


In closing may I express my appreciation to the 
teachers, pupils and parents who have cooperated with 
the school in the past year. May I also say that you, as 
superintendent and members of the school board have 
my thanks for the help you have given in making this 
another year of progress for Scarborough High School.

NURSING SERVICE 


To the Board of the Scarborough Community 
Nursing Service and the Citizens of the 
Town of Scarborough 


As Public Health Nurse I submit a brief summary of 
the work done by the Scarborough Community Nursing 
Service in the past year. 


During the year there have been 1,300 home visits 
made. These include bedside care to the sick, prenatal, 
infant, and pre-school health supervision, as well as 
follow up work in communicable disease, cardiac, and 
crippled children. 


Many patients both children and adult attend the 
State and hospital clinics that are held regularly in the 
Maine General Hospital. We are fortunate to have such 
clinics in which patients are given complete physical 
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examinations and treatment. Close cooperation is main- 
tained between clinic, doctor, and nurse. 


Monthly child health conferences are held in the 
nurse’s office. Here children are given a complete physi- 
cal examination by the attending physician and im- 
munized for diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, and 
small pox. 


One hundred and four patients were given chest X- 
rays including all school personnel as well as regular 
patients. 


Regular monthly meetings of the nurse and Board of 
Directors are held in the high school. Reports are given 
and plans are made for the betterment of the service. 


School 


Physical examinations were completed in each of the 
schools by Dr. Haigis, school physician. From the total 
of four hundred and seventy-seven children examined, 
those with serious defects were reported to the homes 
and the defects discussed with the parents. 


Two hundred and eighty-six visits were made to the 
schools to check children for communicable disease or 
other illnesses and to discuss health problems with the 
teachers. 


Communicable diseases were few with mumps leading 
all others with a total of thirty-seven cases. There were 
a few cases of measles, chicken pox, whooping cough, 
and scarlet fever. 
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Tuberculin tests were given to one hundred and nine- 
ty-six children. Those with positive results were X-ray- 
ed. Seventy-two children were vaccinated for small pox. 


Hearing tests with the audiometer were given to all 
pupils from grade four through high school. Five hun- 
dred and twenty-eight tests were made and defects were 
reported to the parents. 


We are grateful to the Lions Club and the Red Cross 
for their valuable assistance in providing glasses, cloth- 
ing, and other necessary aid. 


The dental clinic with Dr. Blanchard in charge is 
operating on one half day a week schedule. The past 
year 69 children were treated as follows: 


69 cleanings 
238 permanent teeth filled 
127 first teeth filled 
8 permanent teeth extracted 


51 first teeth extracted 


Correct use of the tooth brush and mouth care is 
taught every child, also the importance of a well-bal- 
anced diet for dental health. 


In March 1951 — 105 second grade children were given 
sodium fluoride treatment in Westbrook by the United 
States Federal Unit. The treatment is a decay preven- 
tive and has been proven to reduce the decay rate 40 
per cent. It is not a cure-all nor will it heal decay al- 
ready present. We hope parents of the children who

had sodium fluoride applications free of charge have 
followed instructions to derive the most benefit from 
the treatment. 


Through the gracious gift of the Pythian Sisters we 
now have a ninety dollar air compressor. By careful 
economy we have been able to avail ourselves of the op- 
portunity to buy a second-hand cabinet in excellent 
condition. We now have a very efficient dental unit in 
the nurse’s office in the high school, open to inspection 
at any time by those interested in observing or aiding 
this valuable service. 


I wish to thank all those with whom my work brings 
me in close contact for their valuable assistance and 
friendly cooperation.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Citizens of Scarborough: 


In submitting my report as Health Officer for the 
past year I wish to mention that while there were only 
a few cases of scarlet fever there were many cases of 
contagious diseases. Several cases of sickness were dis- 
covered in routine examinations by school physician 
and nurse, one such case being scarlet fever. The doc- 
tors and nurse have been very careful in reporting these 
diseases, whereas the parents in general do not seem to 
realize their responsibility in reporting such cases when 
not attended by a physician. This not only makes it dif- 
ficult to trace the source of disease but makes parents 
liable for prosecution under the Public Health Laws. 
Some difficulty was encountered where children had 
been excluded from school by physician or nurse and 
parents questioned the diagnosis but their decisions are 
final and their orders must be obeyed. There were also 
instances where family physicians made different diag- 
noses in cases and the families protested the quaran- 
tine but upon contacting the State District Health Of- 
ficer for instructions it was found the quarantine had 
to remain. 


The problem of sewerage disposal grows worse every 
year as there are more installations of modern plumbing 
in homes and business places. Many of these larger in- 
stallations having failed owing to lack of room for pro- 
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per absorption trenches and soil conditions. At my re- 
quest the state sanitary engineers have made an effort 
to lay out a satisfactory disposal system but owing to 
conditions in some cases permanent installations will 
have to be figured out, especially in some of the cabin 
sites. A new state law requires that sewerage disposal 
systems be inspected and classed as a fixture on a per- 
mit for installation of plumbing; it also bans any con- 
struction of the old fashioned cess-pool. Due to this 
law some new installations were condemned causing 
owners loss of time and money after, in most cases, be- 
ng warned of the law.

COLLECTION OF DOG TAXES 


Chap. 343. Sec. 1, Public Laws of 1945, 


The municipal officers of each city, town or planta- 
tion shall annually within 10 days from the ist day of 
June issue a warrant, returnable on the 1st day of July 
following, to one or more police officers or constables, 
directing him or them to proceed forthwith to enter 
complaint and summons to court the owner or keeper 
of any unlicensed dog. 

Provided however, that the said police officer or con- 
stable may, before entering such complaint and obtain- 
ing such summons, call on the owner and keeper of said 
dog and demand that he conform with the law and pay 
the license fees due, and if the owner pays such license 
fees, he shall pay in addition thereto, the officers fee 
of 85c, which the officer shall retain and make return 


and pay over to the city or town clerk, the license fees 
received by him.
